Then 
began an era of prosperity for the schools. 
Mr. Dui'loo, as you all know, never did any- 
thing by luilves.and ho received the aid of Mr. 
llonklo. J n ' i t t M r . llunn resigned, and Sum- 
uol lion, then county clerk, succeeded hlui. 
In IMK, through tho elTorts of Mr. Durfeo, the 
present Board of Education was organised, 
and on April 4,1*3, tho llrst board was elect- 
ed, W. L. Hammer, president, for tliroo years; 
I). I*, llunn for two yoars, andC. C. BurrooghB 
!or one yenr. Other cltlzoBS who have boon 
elected members of tho board are H. B. UuT- 
feo. S. b\ Greor. J. (J. Koaoh, E. W. Moore, W. 
H. Hnrrifl, W. O. Johns, W. A. Barnes, John

made, llut few can fully appreciate tho bone- 
Ilia ol tho labors ot tbceo men. Their work 
was n tlmnkkHB job at best. All those years 1 
havo attended tho meetings of the board, aud 
I know the transactions, kuow Iho discussions, 
and I can say that tliere Is no single instance 
wbero llio members did not act for the best In- 
terest of tho schools, aud I havo no sort of 
heslianey In Baying to you that tho BUCCOSS ol 
tin- schools IB largely duo to tho earnestness, 
business ability and character of tho men 
elected.

brick In lhi> second ward, put up In 185D -07. In 
IM..I It was the only school building. Two 
rixm.s wero nil-led In '7H.

tar high school. In round numbers there 
have been 300 graduates, and I know none 
of that number who hove made shipwrecks of 
their llvea —not one. All are living honorable, 
reputable and useful lives. It may be true 
that the High School does not help tho gradu- 
ates along In the world, and that It does not 
make them better citizens. Jt Is possible that 
the same record could be obtained with tbe 
loafers who hang about tho street corners, but 
I don't believe It and neither do you. 


Lastly, a word about myself; I am a modost 


man, but 1 wish to say a few words. I began 
teaching In Deoatur In September 20 years 
ago, at a salary of f lf> a month for U months 
in the yoar. I have been criticised a good 
deal and some of It was deserved. I hBvo 
learned more Irom tho criticisms of my ene- 
mies than by the praises of my friends; but 
little of thoorttloUm was malignant. I cannot 
enumerate all of tho kindness of tho people of 
this community to me. There aro some In the 
city who have said at different times that there 
ought to bo a change of superintendent. Komo 
Lave loft their business in their clforts to 
make a change, but I never felt iu the least 
concerned as to the result. I thank you hear- 
tily for your continued oonlldcnce. Some hai o 
come to mo with complaints, and In every 
ease I have endeavored to remove the causes. 
All the old members or the board bavo been 
my friends, auii with tho exception of threo 
years 1 have been re elected superintendent 
by a unanimous voto of tho board. In etate 
meetings some friends point at me us Iho man 
who has staid down in Docatur so many years, 
and they sometimes Inquire how much longor 
that fellow Is to remain there. Down in Bos- 
ton a man 57 years old was elected principal 
of the Latin school and be hold tbo place ^J7 
yoars. You sec what you havo before you. 
[Laughtorl. You should bo tho Judges. 11 
any IU good citizens shall go to the Board and 
give a good reason why there should bo a 
change, It will coino, and It ought to coruo. I 
do not lay claim to tho place because of my 
ago or beauty. Tho welfare of the children 
should bo above all other considerations, and 
none but com potent teachers should bo chosen. 
Accept my thanks for your kindness all those 
yoars. tApplauso].

Myopic VUloii. 


"Myopia, or nour sight." says a 


Pittsburgh physician, "is caused by 
poor lifrlit. the improper direction of 
it, 
stooping or drooping the head, 


holding the eyes too near tho object 
and using them too continuously upon 
print, writing, etc. 
i could pile up 


statistics to prove thai education is the 
causo of myopia, but every well-in- 
formed layman knows it. 
But it is 


not education particularly; it is tho 
vicious way in which it is acrjuired, 
and it is plain that all the causes I hr.vo 
enumerated may bo removed by an in- 
telligent school board and thoughtful 
teachers. 
One of the. most, pernicious 


practices in some public schools, and 
one calculated' to devclopmoru eye dis- 
eases than an army of oculists can 
control, is that of requiring such r» vast 
amount of writing of lessons by tho 
little ones. Writing in poor light is 
worse than reading, because the paper 
must liu upon tho desk, which does- not 
slope enough, thus causing stooping 
and bringing the eyes too near it. The 
light falls upon it obliquely, and is re- 
llectod in such a way that much of the 
illumination is lost. 
Kvery letter must 


be looked at as written, which is not the 
ease in reading. 


The right sido is turned toward tlio 


desk, and the paper is placed oblii|iie!y, 
which causes tipping of the head t u t l i o 
loft and a diflerence in the distance of 
the two eyes from the point of tho pen. 
As results, many children have a did'er- 
ent locus in each eye; one rye is u-:<-d 
for reading ami the other turns out- 
ward; one shoulder becomes higher 
(ban the other, the spir.e gets twisted 
and curved, tho chest is developed on ouo 
side and is contracted on thj; other, and 
other evils beside eye uil'celions arise. 
Mvopia is tho most common disorder 
induced by close eye work, but very 
many other diseases are brought on by 
it, and any congenital defect, such as 
far sight and irregular c u r v a t u r e of thu 
cornea and lens, is made apparent and 
requires correction before UK; eyes can 
be abused, as they are abused in our 
public schools.

so many children wear glasses, and 
why so manv general practili-mers are 
put '.ing out signs as oculists, but 1 must 
teli you that 1 rarely order glasses for 
l i t t l e folks, because in many cascsthese 
tend to develop the very disease they 
are expected to cure.

tho initial letter of his surname on tho 
plato of a stamp. 
This also was of 


such microscopical dimensions that it 
escaped detection for a long time. Tho 
discovery of the fact lc>d to the same 
result as in tho English case. — j\. Y.

rants lor fame. 
So frequent have- these 


requests become in. my career. <ind 60 
great the consequent demand upon my 
•time, that I may be pardoned1 for plac- 
ing my opinions and ideas u^on this 
«ufcjcet before the public, since-somany 
Toung writers honor mo by deeming 
them of value. 


I am almost every week asked to ex- 


amine manuscripts to act as critic and 
adviser, and to give letters of introduc- 
tion to various periodicals. 
To refuse 


these requests would be to win the rep- 
utation of selfish indifference to tho 
ambitions of others; to respond to them 
nil with frankness or with kindness 
would necessitate 
oftentimes 
being 


cnicl, or holding out false hopes of an 
impossible result. 


ft is a painful thing to one who has 


passed through all the vicissitudes of a 
literary career, and experienced all tho 
a^onks of hope and despair, ambition 
aud disappointment, and won at ;last 
some measure of success, to be obliged, 
in order to be truthful', to tell a young 
author that there aro no oKnmcnta of 
M;ci:oMi in his work, and it is often im- 
jjossiulu to explain to him why his work 
will not sucrccd; and, if we hesitate-in 
advancing an opinion upon his future, 
in all probability be will accuse vis, in 
liis mind, of au unwillingness to assist:

J t i s my heartfelt wish and desire to

I would gladly givo to them 
the knowledge 1 have g;iiuod by labori- 
ous experience; but 1 realize {'with re- 
gret) more fully each year that I live 
anrt labor how impossible it is to be. of 
valuable assistance in helping others on 
t.-) fame or sui-i'css.

I he lant year read live hundred pages of 
manuscript by unknown authors, and 
t h a t 1 liavo written, by request, at least 
a dozen letters to editors and publishers 
calling liieir attention to the work of 
sonu' now writer.
